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P THE RIFT IN THE CLOUD 


There is a rift in the war cloud over in Europe and while it 
ia but a small one, just large enough to let through a ray of bright 
sunshine, ‘still it is there and is ever broadening with the co-opera- 
tion of the allied governments who are fighting for humanity. 
promises to be memorable ‘in the history of the war. Memorable 
to the allies and to the Germans as well. °It is not being too sanguine 


to say that a turningpoimt, in the war hag teen reached and that 
ultimately victory will in the end take her place with the forces 
fighting against Hun barbarism. 

During that time the French and British brought the Germans 
to a standstill in their drives toward the channel and Paris. During 
two weeks the Italians halted the Austrians at the river Piave and 
pursued their retreating forees eastward of the river. During 
the time mentioned American troops chased the Huns from. Belleau 
wood, cleared this strategie position from all Germans and captured 
prisoners and machine guns. _ : ‘ : 

There have been scenes 6f indescribable enthusiasm in the coun- 
tries hardest pressed by the war. The people of France, England 
and Italy, beset by hardship for nearly four years, have been quick 
to realize the import of the change that has been brought about. 
They have learned not to be over-optimistic, but there is an unmis- 
takable sign that their hopefulness is warranted now. 

The advantages gained by the allies in the past week are not 
to be interpreted as a quick ending of the war. Should the Ger- 
mans, with the tide against them, fight with a steadfastness and 
fortitude equal to that which the allies displayed during the long 

cod that the tide seemed set inflexibly against them, there may 
yet be many months, perhaps years, of war. 

It is not improbable, however, that German resistance will 
break down when the war makes at Berlin become convinced that 
the resources and men of the United States are going forward in 
constantly increasing numbers to the battlefields of Europe. 

Germany cannot help but realize that while her armies must of 
necessity grow steadily weaker and approach nearer the point of 
exhaustion, the armies she is fighting will grow stronger by the 
addition of fresh men from America. ; 


There is a feeling among the poor people of the land that 
these who profit from the war should bear the expense of it. 
Which seems to be a logical conclusion, but one which cannot work 
out in actual practice. Nor can the rich be expected to pay their 
pro rata of government expense at this or any other time, for the 
plain and simple reason that those who are wealthy have a way 


a well known fact and a condition which has existed since the 
beginning of time. It is the common people who maintain the 
government and fight ‘its battles. Thus it is the man who is 
worth a hundred thousand dollars buys $1000 worth of government 
bonds or war saving stamps is acclaimed as 1 patriot, while he who 
works for $25 per week and supports a large family on that in- 
come buys a $100 bond or war saving stamp and no mention is 
made of his sacrifice for the good of his country. 


THE WELL FED KAISER 

Kaiser Wilhelm paid a visit to the western front not long 
ago to witness the efforts of his troops to batter down the allied 
defense. The correspondent in his aceount of the emperor’s trip, 
injected the statemnt that his majesty was ‘‘clear eyed and ruddy 
cheeked’’ and ‘‘looked the very picture of health.”’ 

Why shouldn’t the emperor look well. It is quite within the 
range of possibilities he is not living on the fare now that he did 
before the war. But it is safe to say that he is not missing any 
meals and that the food served to him is the best that ean be ob 
tained in Germany today. It is also a safe wager that his six 
sous have not been compelled to tighten up their belts by reason 
‘of losing flesh through hardships imposed by the war. 

Almost coincident with this report came rumors of unrest in 
Austria. During the last few days the situation has become more 
tense and now it is a question if Austria will be able to quelch the 
uprisings which have taken place as the result of remonstrances 
on. the part of the laboring-people against food shortages. Famine 
is stalking through the land. Flour ean hardly be had, in many 
homes there have been no potatoes for months and other supplies 
#re correspondingly scarce. Little children are going to school 
hungry. Faces are pinched and drawn. The civilians are woe. 
 fally undernourished. But the kaiser is clear-eyed and ruddy 
eheeked and looks the very picture of health.
